The Tank Vessd Qil Discharge Contingency Plan and Financid Respongibility Requirements
regulation requires owners of certain tank vessdls to develop contingency plans and demonsgtrate
financia respongbility for proper response to a discharge of oil. The contingency plans and
financia responghility requirements are necessary to protect environmentally sensitive aress; to
respond to the threat of an ail discharge; and to contain, clean up and mitigate and oil discharge
within the shortest feasble time. The regulation requires that contingency plans address
concerns for the effect of ail discharges on the environment as well as public hedth and safety.
The regulation aso provides acceptable means of demongtrating the required leve of financia
responsibility to respond to adischarge of ail.

The gatutory authority
requires submittal to, and approval by the Board. The consolidated regulation does not exceed
the minimum requirements of § 62.1-44.34:15 of the Code of Virginia, § 62.1-44.34:15.B. of the
Codeof Virginia, § 62.1-44.34:16., of the Code of Virginia, § 62.1-44.34:16.B. of the Code of
Virginia, § 62.1-44.34:16.C. of the Code of Virginia, § 62.1-44.34:17.A. of the Code of
Virginig, or § 62.1-44.34:21. of the Code of Virginia

ligbilities for damages specified inthelaw. The consolidated regulation specificaly dlowsthe
acceptance of federaly approved contingency plans and evidence of financia respongbility as
meeting Sate requirements by providing a single source of information to the regulated
community, streamlining the processes for plan and evidence of financia respongbility approva
and coordinating documentation more effectively with the U.S. Coast Guard. Thisregulation
continues to protect public hedth and safety by implementation of measures to prevent and
mitigate the effects of catastrophic oil spills. The public welfare and interests are further met by
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the assurance that parties respongible for oil discharges from tank vessds will meet their
ligbilities for damages under § 62.1-44.34:18.C. of the Code of Virginia. The regulation has no
impact on the inditution of family and family sability. The regulaion is clearly written and
eadly understandable.
